This sort of money for 
a lad who hasn't played 
higher than the NSW 
Second Division! 

In comparison to the 
fees being asked for 
youngsters, have a look 
at the prices being 
obtained by seasoned in- 
ternationals. 


Strikers with in- 
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ternational experience 
such as Warren Spink, 
John Kosmina and 
Andrew Zinni changed 
clubs for much lower fi- 
gures than are being 
sought for youth 
players. 

And the same applies 
for the likes of Joe 
Palatsides, as well as 
New Zealand internatio- 
nals Mike McGarry and 
Billy Wright. 

Over-valuing youngs- 
ters can lead to their 
being forced to stand 
aside as well as ending 
up too big a drain on 
limited club finances, 

It might well be asked 
what the clubs involved 
have done to justify 
seeking even $10,000 for 
young players. 

Continuance of this 
situation could result in 
more players being im- 
ported in spite of visa 
players being restricted 
to three per club. 

And that will take 
positions from right 
under the noses of star- 
lets being developed 
right here in Australia!

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Refs can make game 
more entertaining

WITH violence and 
= general aggression 

increasing in mod- 
= ern sport, the role of 
=the referee, or 
umpire, grows in- 
creasingly difficult. 
We witnessed the 


umpires by senior play- 
ers in the recent series 
against the West Indies. 

Cricket umpires sel- 
dom face the level of 
crowd abuse that comes 
the way of Soccer re- 
ferees. 

However, probably 
the greatest pressure 
these officials face is 
from their own peers, 
namely the ones dele- 
gated to assess them in 
games.

So, happy with 
Owens’ performance, 
Terry Seacy turned his 
attention to a rather 
heavily-built linesman 
who was not keeping up 
with the play.

Arthur Owens’ sharp 
half-time whistle sound- 
ed soon after and the 
two Soccer sentinels 
marched, downstairs to 
congratulate Arthur and

In the second half, no- 
thing had changed. 

Arthur was still totally 
in control, without a 
single blemish in a high- 
ly competent perform- 
ance, while the over- 
weight linesman still was 
having trouble keeping 
in touch with the last 
line in defence, the posi- 
tion from which his 
assistance was needed. 

“There he goes again 

- what did we say to 
him Doug. He didn’t 
bloody listen!” 

Terry Seacy looked as 
though he might jump 
down from the grand- 
stand and thump the 
hapless linesman, or at 
least grab him and pull 
him in line with the play. 

Tt was this linesman 
who caused referee 
Owens to make his only 
mistake of the night. 

Marconi’s New Zea- 
land striker, Fred de 
Jong, tends to grip and 
pull people as he con- 
tests for the ball and he 
did this to a Heidelberg 
defender who retaliated 
rather mildly right under 
the overweight lines- 
man’s nose, who fla 
his flag frantically up 
and down for a free-kick 
to de Jong. 

Arthur Owens, from 
20 metres away, concur- 
red and the resulting 
free-kick to Marconi 
was his first and only 
mistake of the night. 


Deliberate 
Referees, especially 
those who have never 
played much, generally 
have problems trying to 
discern who has fouled 


who, or what is a de- 
liberate foul and what is 
not. 

Professional players 
would be able to tell you 
correctly 29 times out of 
30 who fouls who 
whether it was a mali. 
cious foul, or whether it 
was an accidental foul. 


Referees often get 
this wrong. 

The simple trick of a 
striker backing into a 
defender fools referees 
time after time, with the 
irate defender punished 
for pushing when he 
shouldn’t be. 


Just as a coach nowa- 
days will bring referees 
to lecture to his players 
on the rules of the game 
and other matters, re- 
ferees should look to 
professional players for 
advice on discerning 
foul play. 


The professional play- 
er most of all wants the 
referee to protect him 
from brute and illegal 
force. 

The modern referee 
can inflame aggression 
among spectators and 
players by being unable 
to discern and control 
thuggery on the playing 
field. 


He must also know 
when to ignore minor 
transgressions for the 
sake of continuity of 
play. 

The referee more 
than an Ollerenshaw, a 
Trimboli, a Crino or a 
Davidson has the ability 


to influence the en- % 


tertainment value of a 
Soccer game by keeping 
it moving. 

He is the most impor- 
tant influence for the en- 
joyment of Soccer for 
the hundreds 
thousands in Australia 
and the millions though- 
out the world wh» watch 
the game.

Is it any wonder 
crowds are down? Are 
we going to reach the 
stage where people are 
too scared to attend 
games in person, prefer- 
ting to watch Soccer 
only on television?. 

I feel sorry for those 
who are trying to lift 
Australian Soccer out of 
its Third World status by 
bringing crowds back to 
watch the game.

Semi-professional advantage 


COACHING IDENTITY 
STEVE DARBY COMPARES AUSTRALIAN 
AND ENGLISH CLUBS 


A comparison be- 
tween top level 
English football and 
Australian Soccer is 
perhaps unfair due 
to the highly pro- 
fessional nature of 
the game overseas. 
Also time spent 


watching Liverpool, 
sEverton and Tranmere 
training in January is not 


well spent because of 
the weather and the con- 
stant match commit- 
ments. 

Training consists 
mainly of highly com- 
petitive 8-a-side games 
and fitness work. 

A comparison with 
semi-professional foot- 
ball is more relevant in 
that those types of clubs 
are i) the feeder clubs to 
the professional football 
league ii) train 2/3 times 
per week at night iii) get 
paid approximately $50- 
$100 per game (the 
game is poorer in the 
north of England due to 
the economic climate). 

Australian Soccer 
compares favourably in 
a number of areas with 
the semi-professional 
clubs visited in the 
Merseyside area. 

The training facilities 


and equipment are far 
superior here. 


Possibly because of 
weather conditions, cer- 


tainly none of the clubs 


visited had complexes 


such as Marconi or even 
Canberra Croatia and 
Tasmania’s Der 


One club only trains 


on its pitch, and due to 
wet weather, had to 
train on the grass verge 
between two highways! 

I cannot imagine Syd- 
ney Olympic or Black- 
town City doing this. 

The infrastructure of 
the semi-professional 
club is far stronger here. 

In England the clubs 
are separate entities 
with no emphasis on 
junior players or de- 
velopment programmes. 

The structure of Syd- 
ney Croatia and St 
George, with their mas- 
sive junior programmes, 
and Belconnen in the 
ACT, with its junior 
club set-up, would be a 
great asset to financially 
hamstrung semi-pro- 
fessional clubs in Eng- 
land who rely heavily on 
supporters’ clubs. 

The Australian semi- 
professional game has 
certainly benefited from 
the mixture of Austra- 
lian, Italian, Slav, 
Greek, British and 
South American styles. 

The English game is 
very stereotyped in 
either 4-4-2 or 4-3-3, 


== 


with defences domin- 
ated by strong tall men 
and midfielders con- 
stantly bypassed with 
long balls. 

It is a brave man who 
puts his foot on the ball 
in midfield. 

Australian Soccer has 
its faults, but often the 
criticism is from people 
clouded in nostalgia 
about the game “back 
home”.

Many of the Austra- 
Jian club structures 
would be the envy of 
semi-professional clubs 
in England. 


We can still learn 
about the passion, disci- 
pline and dedication of 
English football, as the 
term motivation is re- 
dundant in the game. 

‘And we can still try to 
stop our excessive drop- 
out rate in Soccer.

THE administrators of the 
National Soccer League 
have recently introduced 
positive measures to 
promote and improve the 
standard and the image 
of the league. 

However, there is one 
glaring aspect they seem 
to have overlooked, 

This aspect concerns 
the somewhat expensive 
admission prices for their 
games — a matter which 
directly affects loyal Soc- 
cer followers. 

At this point, it is 
appropriate to detail the 
1989 admission prices 
for NSL matches: Adults: 
$7, Pensioners: $4, Chil- 
dren (6-14yrs): $4, Chil- 
dren (under 6): Free. 

These prices apply to 
games in Melbourne, but 
| assume the situation is 
the same or about the 
same for Sydney and 
Adelaide as well, 

It is clearly apparent 
that the quickest avenue 
to continued success for 
the NSL is through in- 
creased attendances at 
its matches. 

Consequently, the NSL 
should be making all 
attempts to promote its 


_ games by encouraging 


people to attend the 
matches through fair 
admission prices.
